Raising. Province ; 


The Remarkable Progress which it has Made Dem- 
onstrated by a Visit to the Provincial Seed Fair 
| Held in Edmonton Last.Week, and a Study - 
of the Awards---The Certain Effect on « 
iS Land Values 
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_ » Ft is beginning to be a matter to speculate upon 
whether our Alberta grain is gaining or has.gained 
in‘ weight. The grain of 1909 has. undoubtedly 
‘attained remarkable weights, and whether it was 
“a peculiarity of the season or whether this will be 
sustained is certainly an interesting problem. 
The Alberta Red, or, that is, the Turkey Red 
wheat brought to Spring Coulee in 1903, and 
from which most of our Alberta Red has been 
grown, weighed from-56: to 58 ‘lbs. per bushel. 
Very soon an increase in weights. was noticed, 


-’ and when seed fairs commenced the weights began 


to register 61 on to 624. and. 63 Ibs. per bushel. 
‘Then 64 and 65 lbs. were reached in.1907. The 
- 1908 wheat went up to 67 and 6714: Ibs.. per. busheel 


vat the Provincial Seed Fair at Calgary. 


At the Provincial’ Seed Fair at Edmonton. in 
1910 we find hard, winter’ wheat -going up to 68 
Ibs. per bushel, and one sample at the Lacombe 
seed fair registered 69% Ibs. per bushel, carefully 
weighed. At all the seed fairs the hard winter 
‘wheat has been:scaling high throughout: the. prov- 
ince, going far higher. than has heretofore been the 
<ase. : 


‘Not so long ago some of our prominent farmers 
in the southern paft of:the:province were-agitating 


* for a reduction-in weight, according to the grade 


-as laid down in the Manitoba Grain Act, which: calls 
for 62 lbs. per bushel as the weight of No. 1 
_ Alberta Red. These farmers thought it was 
requiring-too much of them to grow regularly 62 Ib. 
wheat, but they failed to see that as a trade. mark, 
if they could reach this weight, keep it or exceed 
‘it, the advertisement to the country would be great, 
and the value the wheat would hold in the eyes 
of the world would be greater. It is fortunate 
this dropping of weight was not carried out. 


When the Grain Commission ‘sat in’ January, 
1906,,the question. of grading or obtaining a sep- 
arate grade for our wheat was one of the chief 
topics in this province. We required two sets of 
grades, one for hard winter wheat, and one for 
soft winter wheat. Those with most enterprise 
in the matter chose 62 lbs for the standard weight 
of No. 1 Alberta Red, and 60 Ibs. for No. 1 white 
winter wheat, and at these weiglits the grades were 
eventually fixed. Now that we see these weights 
are not only met in most districts, but exceeded, 
the fact cannot help but have a most important 
bearing on the future and will be a great impetus 
to land prices. 


At the time the Grain Commission sat in this 
province an agitation was also carried on for a 
special grade for Alberta oats, and though the 
farmers of the south could not attain to the weights 
of those of the north in oats; they loyally upheld 
their brethren of the north in this matter, and the 
evidence as to wheat was left to the south to 
‘catry home to the authorities. The Dominion gov- 
ernment dealt most satisfactorily with the wheat 
grades. 


As evidence of th necessity or right of the farm- 
ers of Alberta to a special grade in oats, weights 
per bushel were cited by the northern contingent 
of 45 and 46 ibs, per bushel. The southern men 
father hesitated, but as this was vouched for by 
responsible men in the north, it went. Probably 
this grade of Alberta oats might have been granted, 

but it was suggested that if Manitoba was to name 
the spring wheat and Alberta the winter wheat 
and highest prade of oats, what did Saskatchewan 
get? Thus it was diplomatically dropped though 
the superiority of Alberta in certain lines was not 
-denied. 


Now we find our oats going as high as 50 
Ibs per bushel and 47, 48 and 49 etc., well sustained 
north of Calgary, with. oats from further south 
going 43% and 44. 

The Manitoba Grain Act in regard to barley 
requires a weight of not less that 48 Ibs. per bushel 
for No. 1 and 2; No. 3, 45 bushels; No. 4, 44 
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six-rowed barley class winners were Midnapore, 
first, with barley’ 57 Ibs. per bushel, Red Deer, 
second, with barley 57 Ibs. and Lloydminster, 
third, with 57 lb. barley. In the two-rowed variety, 
Medicine Hat is first, with barley 57 Ibs. Alix 
second with barley 58 Ibs., and Magrath third with

per bushel. The 
weights of the 
oats and _ barley 
are also very 
striking.

I have been. sitting reading (when 
the telephone has given me.a-chance) 
this morning in the little untidy’ room 
I love at the back of the house, the 
only living thing near me, a big. roar- 
ing grate fire that has kept me -pleas- 
ant company, sputtering and: crackling. 
in quite impish fashion, about: far-away 
woods and hopes turned to ashes, and 
other things I wist not of. But I:have 
had matter enough to interest: me in 
the story in hand, which, by the way, 
is a very opportune one on the eve 
of the opening of Parliament. in our 
midst, for it concerns. thé recollections 
for fifty years back of a great London 
hostess, in whose famous: salon ‘the 
statesmen, poets and men noted in ey- 
ery walk of life, in the past half-cen- 
tury, were familiar figures. I refer to 
Lady St. Helier, better known as Lady 
Jeune. 

At the time that Lady St. Helier first 
made her appearance in London, the 
rules and regulations governing the 
social set were very sharply drawn. 
Society entertained only Society; no 
black- sheep who didn't bear the So- 
ciety brand, be they possessed of what 
brain or charm they would, were per- 
mitted to enter the fold. A ridiculous 
exclusiveness was rampant. 

Lady Waldegrave, to be sure, just 
prior to the appearnce of Lady St. 
Helier on the scene; had had the cour- 
age to institute the beginning of a bet- 
ter order of things, but it remained for 
her successor to finally break down the 
cast-iron bars of prejudice, letting into 
the charmed circle of England’s Four 
Hundred the wit and intelligence and 
brains that had long been denied an 
entrance. It was at this time that the 
heroine of our sketch set about es- 
tablishing a “salon” that has -come 
down in the history of the last fifty 
years as the most famous of its period. 

If today London Society numbers 
among its members journalists, schol- 


i 


ars, artists, actors, men of culture in 
every walk: of life, it. is because this 
woman had the pluck and the original- 
ity to. open: ther:doors ‘to admit. them. 
Just. how mucli courage it required. to 
take such. action, may be. conjectured 
when) I: itell’ you that. at this. period, 
actors were-.often denied board and 
lodging ‘in the public houses, while men 
of letters were as rigorously excluded 
from the drawing rooms of the aristo- 
cracy-as if they chad been infected: with 
the plugue, = _ 
Byron and Tom Moore were the first 
‘o break in, and a mighty commotion 
they made of it. . Charles. Dickens -nev- 
er had any-ambitions that way, but pre- 
ferred surrounding “himself” with a 
society of his -own class, men. of Iet- 
ters, artists, journalists, actors and: the 
like, who found in the. delightful hos- 
pitality of his home such compensation 
as made them indifferent to any. sup- 
posedly-higher social aspirations. 
Delane, the editor of “Lhe Times,” 
was perhaps the one exception who was 
“cultivated,”, not “tolerated.” Not a 
man-jack among the politicians, wheth- 
er peer:or commoner, but angled for-his 
favor, but courted him, and strove to 
flatter him with their attentions. -So- 
ciety hostesses importuned him with in- 
vitations, drawing rooms yawned- for 
him. For this man made careers and 
held parties together; frowned, and a 
man’s~head flew off.. The power, the 
great. and wonderful) power of the 
press, victorious over |prejudice and 
pride, in. those..days, as it has been 
since, and probably willbe as long as 
the world continues. 
But what about the lady who had 
the courage of her convictions, who 
set up a new standard for socicty to! 
pattern itself by? Was she very beau- 
tiful, very wise? © Wherein 
secret of her leadership? 
The answer to the riddle is a simple 
one. Lady St. Helier was’ a = woman 
of universal sympathies, her. interests 
embraced all sides of:life. She could 
be the great lady ruling her drawing 
room one instant, and the next mo- 
ment ‘the friend of some poor fellow 
in the East end of London. Her tact 
and her goodness of heart were prover- 
bial. The last I should mention first, 
for it gave her- the power of under- 
standing ‘people so. different as those 
who gathered within her hospitable 
doors. And again she was a law unto 
herself. No silly rules and regulations 
were allowed to interfere with — her 
when it came-to deciding any course of 
action. I doubt if she bothered a two- 
penny bit about “what people would 
say, think, or do.’ She was too big a 
woman to fear, too good a woman for 
Society to dare sneer at. She never 
waited to sound public opinion before 
embarking on a plan, she simply acted 
as her fine heart dictated, and was 
the most sought-after hostess of her 
day. 
And what a diversity of friends she 
had! Gladstone, Dr. Foster, Parnell, 
the Carlyles,’ General Boulanger, Gen- 
eral Gordon, Mrs.

On the whole he has done 
his work excellently. A pleasant spir- 
it of mirth pervades the whole per- 
formance, probably just the spirit its 
author intended for it and perhaps the 
same that enveloped it on that far- 
away evening when it was first pro 
duced in the Middle Temple in Janu- 
ary, 1601. It was the spirit of the 
Christmas revels, and perhaps that fs 


why Shakespeare gave it its genially 
informal subtitle of ‘What You Will,’ 
just as Joe Weber described one of the 
somewhat less famous merry-go-rounds 
seen some years ago at his less digni- 
fied temple of entertainment by the 
pleasing title of-‘Fiddle-de-dee.’ 


“The version of the’ comedy used 
last evening was prepared with excel- 
lent judgment. Its story is clearly 
told and nothing essential has. been 
eliminated. Its scenery, painted by 
several scenic artists, is rarely beautl- 
ful and set in a spacious mood. The 
greatest care has been taken with all 
the appointments and the costumes 
and the songs are for. the most. part 
set to real Elizabethan airs.

“There is no use complaining about 
all the old Shakespearian giants and 
giantesses being dead and gone or old 
and ‘retired. There is still. smaller 
profit in comparing with these elder 
heroes those daring aspirants of the 
modern stage who have the courage 
to essay the parts in which the great 
have moved. After all, Shakespeare's 
plays are all of them worth seeing for 
themselves even !f they are not greatly 
played. And it was.trying and trying 
again and again that developed the 
giants. Nothing short of positive 
clowning can spoil ‘Hamiet,’ and noth- 
ing less than gross incompetence can 
ruin ‘Twelfth Night.’ 


“There was no such incompetence in 
last evening’s performance, even if 
there was no positive greatness. Mr. 
Calvert's performance as Sir Toby 
Belch was by far the highest achieve- 
ment of the evening. He was a verit- 
able- Elizabethan figure, a genuine 
swaggerer but not without real cour- 
age; a drinker, a brawler, a rufflan, 
but all in a fine, large way that lent 
dignity to his heroic monkeyshines. 


“He had an able assistant in the per- 
son of Ferdinand Gottschalk as And- 
rew Aguecheek. Mr. Gottschalk may 
always be counted upon for an effec- 
tive performance in eccentric comedy, 
and he did not disappoint expectations 
last evening. Both he and Mr. Cal- 
vert were deliciously lidicrous both in 
the challenge scene and in their drink- 
ing bout in the wine cellar. Here 
they were well buttressed by Jacob 
Wendell, Jr., as the clown and by Miss 
Jessie Busley as Maria, and thelr sing- 
ing of the catch ‘Hold thy peace, thou 
knave,’ set the house in gales of mirth. 


“At the end of this scene a new piece 
of business was introduced. It con- 
sfsted of the return of the clown cov- 
ered with a sheet and making ghostly 
moans which sore affright Sir Toby 
and his fellow drinker, the clown sub- 
sequently throwing off his disguise 
and joining in the shouts of bibulous 
mirth that follow. This proved ex- 
tremely effective last evening and it 
would not be surprising to see 4t re- 
peated in forthcoming productions of 
the comedy. 


“Indeed it is only fair to say that 
both as producer and actor Mr. Cal- 
vert was the chief mainstay of a per- 
formance that was on the whole credit- 
able, It may be that in his acting hte 
was a bit too assertive, a trifle too 
anxious to make points and get things 
over the footlights, but that is a vice

“But it was a workmanlike perform- 
ance, even if it did lack the virility 
and the largeness of touch that indi- 
cate the master.. Mr. Sothern’s im- 
personation of this character is the 
most recent one of note that Amenican 
playgoers have scen and in compari- 
son with that Mr. Yorke’s: perform. 
ance does not emerge with great 
credit. 

“Matheson Lang was the Duke, and 
he-made a manly figure and read his 
poetry with dignity and feeling, which 
is about all he has a chance to do. 

“The performance emphasized tha 
fact that it is on the distaff side that 
the New Theatre is weakest when it 
comes to the performance of the clas- 
sics. It was perhaps natural that Miss 
Annie Russell should wish to play 
Viola, It was also a venture whose 
wisdom is open to question. 

“Miss Russell is an actress of skill 
and effectiveness within somewhat 
narrow limits, and she has given, and 


doubtless will continue to-give, a large — 


public much pleasure within those 
Mmits, But the character of Viola ies 
outside those limits. It requires for 
the proper exposition of all its phases 
a vigor and a buoyancy of spirit which 
she apparently does not possess. She 
is above all things womanly and the 
assumption of boylshness is for her a 
tour de force.

Vegreville from March 7th to 19th, 1910. 


_ Instruction will be given in Livestock, Poultry Raising, Grain 
Raising and Dairying. 

_ Two ears of selected Live Stock will be used for demonstra- 
tion purposes, and lectures given on the subjects of Breeding, 
Feeding, Care and Management of stock. 

Instruction in Poultry Raising will cover all phases of the 
subject with incubators and brooders in operation. Crate fatte- 
ning and marketing will be specially demonstrated. 

_ The subject of Grain Raising will receive particular atten- 
tion, with emphasis on soil cultivatipn. Samples of grains, 
grasses and weeds will be used for illustrative purposes. 

Instruction in Dairying will cover the subject from the pro- 
duction of Milk to the marketing of the finished product, with 
general farm dairy machinery in operation.
